C O O K IN G H IN T S . 


Don’t salt cucum bers or eggplant 
before cooking. 
It makes them indi­ 
gestible aud unpalatable. 
Avoid pee.ing rhubarb when it ii 
young mid tender, for it only need© 
wiping with a dam p cloth before using. 
A piece of tough m eat can he very 
nicely stewed In a double boiler.

I Lh a\ bleb contain few bones may 
be converted into fillets by dividing 
the flesh from Hie backbone in long, 
wide strips aud then removing any 
smaller bones.
